Two-year-old Willie Lewis, son of 
William Lewis. a farmer at Duck Lake, 
three miles southeast of Alton, was 
killed by falling on one of the sharp 
prongs of a willow basket.

16-000 N BANK 
FROM STAMP TAX 
AWAITS CLAIMANT 


Money Derived From. State 
Charge ‘on Transactions in 
Margins, in Litigation. 


Secretary George H. Morgan of the 
Merchants’ Exchange told a. Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday that he is 
awaiting a claimant for $16,000, which 
has been drawing interest in the 
State National Bank at the rate of 
2 per cent a year. 

“I think the money belongs to my- 
self and about 3,000,000 other per- 
sons,’ added the Exchange secretary 
“but there can be no division until a 
collector turns the money over to 
somebody.” He has been ‘waiting for 
someone to call for it. 

Inquiry revealed that the money 
represented the revenue derived from 
the new law providing a 25-cent 
stamp tax on all optional purchases 
and sales of grain and stocks. The 
fund of $16,000 has been accumulat- 
ing nearly two years, pending the 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court as to the constitutionality of 
the stamp tax law. 


Law Passed Four Years Ago. 
The law was passed by the Missouri 


Legislature four years ago. Following 
the ruling of the Federal Court in favor 
of the State, the St. Louis and Kansas 
City exchanges filed a motion for a re- 
hearing which hag -not yet been held.

The spread of the fire to this and two 
other tanks was checked by Nicholas 
Bauer, a night watchman, who turned 
off ithe gas in the main leading from 
the generating house to the _ tanks. 
Bauer had been working for the com- 
pany 28 years and was trained to quick 
action in emergencies. 

With the gas turned off at the supply 
main there was little danger of addi- 
tional explosions and the firemen de- 
voted their energies to. confining the 
flames tu the building in which they 
started. Two alarms were turned in 
and half the city’s fire-fighting appara- 
tus responded. The force of the ex- 
plosion was away from the big tanks 
near the building, and the fire did not 
spread toward the tanks. After nearly 
two hours the flames were  extin- 
guished. 

- The building which was wrecked is 
east of the Terminal tracks.

The Premier lost no time in letting 
the opposition know that he felt the 
country was behind him and therefore 
did. not hesitate to reintroduce the bill 
without a change of a word from the 
form in which it had its first reading 
last year. The measure, he said, had 
gone before the electorate at the re- 
cent elections and had been indorsed 
by the return of its supporters to the

HELD PRISONER 
BY HUSBAND 16 
HOURS IN HOME 


Mrs. Gibson Testifies He Told 
Stenographer to Eject Her 
From Room. 





How she was held a prisoner. for 18 
hours, behind padlocked doors in her 
home, was told Tuesday in Judge Fish- 
er’s court by Mrs. Ruth F. Gibson, 
who is suing her husband, Julian Gib- 
son, his father, George C. Gibson, the 
Gibson Furniture Co. and Miss Pansy 
Heppert for $10,000. The Gibsons own 
the furniture business, and Miss Hep- 
pert is their stenographer. 

Mrs, Gibson testified that the morning 
of Feb. 2, 1910, she went from her rooms, 
which were in the same building with 
the furniture company, at 2217 Wash 
street, into the office of the company, 
and saw her husband talking with the 
stenographer as she entered. She testi- 
fied he said to the stenographer: 

“Open the.door and put my wife out.’’ 

She testified that her father-in-law 


‘put padlocks on her door that day and 


locked them at 6 o’clock that evening 
and kept her locked up until noon the 
next day. Then her father, Newton 
McDannald of 1361 Belt. avenue, called 


for her and took her home. 


‘She has a suit for divorce pending in 
the Circuit Court. 

The defense of the Gibsons and Miss 
Heppert to the suit is that Mrs. Gib- 
son had threatened to kill herself, and 
that she was locked up for her own 
safety. A letter which Mrs. Gibson 
admitted writing was introduced in evi- 
dence, which said: ‘‘Tomorrow you will 
find me dead on mamma’s grave.” 


BOY ONLY SUPPORT 
OF STRICKEN FAMILY 


Father Shot Mother, Ended Own 
Life, Grandparents Ill, Baby 
Sister Needs Clothes. 


Pennies earned in selling newspaperd 
by Dennis Barnett, 13 years old, are 
alinost the sole support of his 2-year-old 
half-sister, his invalid grandmother and 
his grandfather, whose ankle was re-, 
cently broken. The report of the fam- 
ily’s condition to the police by neigh- 
bors made their plight public. 

The boy’s mother, Mrs. Emma Pratt, 
who supported the family on $5 a week, 
earned at labeling bottles, is in the 
City Hospital as the result of an at- 
tack by her second husband, Adelbert: 
Pratt, who shot her through the hrnd, 
struck her on the head and killed him- 
self at Second street and Washington 
avenue a few days ago.

|HONDURAN JAIL 


S CLEANED OUT 
Y BLUEIAGKETS 


Political Prisoners, Few of Whom 
Knew Why They Were 
Locked Up, Released. 








By Associated Press. 
PUERTO CORTEZ, Honduras, Feb. 


20, via New Orleans, Feb. 21.—Details 
of the house cleaning given to San 
Pedro by Lieut. Roper and the blue- 
jackets from the United States gun- 
boat Tacoma were received here today. 


It is the custom when any public 
work is to be done in Central America 
to make an official announcement. The 
announcement is made by an official 
announcer, who uses the military, band 
to draw a crowd. Lieut. Roper wanted 
to make a proclamation, but discovered 
that the town band had deserted. A 
bass drum and a cornet had been left 
behind, so he sent his bluejackets 
around to drum up a crowd and pro- 
claim the news. Three days later San 
Pedro began to change. 

The jail was the dirtiest place of 
all. The 100 prisoners were cooped up 
in thrée cells, almost ankle deep in 
filth. Roper put them to work every 
morning cleaning up. He posted his 
men about the jail and turned out the 
prisoners for an airing, 

Gen. Carias, governor of the de- 
partment, when he evacuated the town, 
left no records, and there was no means 
of telling why the prisoners were 
jailed, or for how long. Roper ex- 
plained the situation to Gen Rosales, 
who obtained authority. from Presi- 
dent Davila to release all political pris- 
oners. . 

With the aid of city officials and 
citizens representing both sides, the 
naval officer, at the end of two weeks, 
had weeded out forty-eight prisoners, 
who were liberated. Few of them ap- 
peared to know why they had been 
arrested.

There are no political angles, 
as Casimer J. Welch, a Democratic Jus- 
tice of the Peace, organized the Grand 
Avenue Athietic Club, which has ‘een 
conducting the shows. However, 
since hie election as Justice of the Peace, 
Welch has resigned from the club, and 
James Hurst, also a Democrat, is run- 
ning it. The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners permits the bouts as long 4s 
members only are admitted to the club- 
roorms. 

The Grand Avenue Athletic Club is a 
chartered club with 8100 members. Hach 
member is assessed $2 a month and two 
shows are pulled off monthly. The 
boute are given under the supervision 

. of the police and no knockouts are per 
mitted. Mo side bets are allowed either. 

Nothing very pretensious in the way 
of boxing bouts have been staged here 
and as @ rule they have been between 
featherweighte and lightweights.. The 
Board of Police Commissioners says that 
the law isn’t being violated as long as 
the bouts are given for members only. 
The club hangs up a purse for the par- 
ticipants of each bout which is divided 
equally.

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pte THE NAVAL RESERVES. 

Commander Roberts of the Missouri Naval Re~ 
serves makes a strong pvint for the biennial ap- 
propriation of $10,000 by the General Assembly 
When he calls attention to the effect of a failure 
of the appropriation bill on the deep waterway 
movement. The abandonment of the naval sta- 
tion here might well be taken in Washington and 
throughout the country as proof of a low opinion 
on the part of Missourians of the importance of 
the Mississippi River as a navigable stream. 

On the other hand, development and main- 
tenance of naval reserve stations on the Missis- 
_sippi River keeps prominent in the minds of con- 
_gressmen and Government officials the im- 
--portance of the river for naval as well as com- 

mercial purposes and the necessity of having a 
deep-water channel. The difficulty of bringing 
the Amphitrite here is an object lesson on the 
. G@uty of the Federal Government to maintain a 
‘channel with an adequate waterway from the 
lakes to the gulf for naval transportation and 
operation. In two great wars the importance of 
the command and use of the Mississippi was sig- 
. mally demonstrated. 

_ But aside from the consideration of Missouri’s 
interest in the development of the river and in 
having the naval station in the harbor of the 
State’s metropolis rather than elsewhere sound 
public policy urges the support of the Naval 
Reserves. They are a part of the National Guard. 
We must either have a strong militia, trained for 
‘service, or we will have a strong standing army. 
The most effective argument against a large 
standing army as well as the best defense for the 
nation is a trained and equipped militia. The 
navy is even more important than the army. It 
should have citizen reserves for emergency duty. 

The appropriation asked for the reserves is a 
bagatelle. Surely Missouri can afford to contrib- 
ute $5000 a year to the emergency efficiency of 
the navy and to maintain a naval station at her 
chief city on the great river which forms her 


eastern boundary, ies 
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Union Electric complains. The Public Service

But invaluable as publicity is to gain public 
ends, seeking newspaper advertising is only a 
part of the Capital Removal Committee’s job. 
The immediate, pressing task is to organize an 
effective campaign to obtain necessary legislation 
from the General Assembly. The question of 
changing the location of the capital must be sub- 
mitted to the people of Missouri before’ the 
benefits of state-wide publicity of St. Louis ad- 
vantages can be gained.

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MORE VOCATIONAL OLASSES. 

The report of the president of the Board of 
Education, just issued, shows the importance of 
vocational] studies as an incentive to increased 
school attendance. The greatest increase has 
been in the night high schools and the evening} 
schools, in both of which pupils can learn some- 
thing that will actually prepare them for making 
a living. The largest’: gain in the year 1909 to 
1910 was in the evening schools, to which were 
added 967 pupils. The high schools gained 681 
during the year. In 10 years the growth of the 
high schools has been 150 per cent, as against 
only 29 per cent for the total school enrollment. 
The opportunity to take vocational studies has 
also caused a gratifying increase in the ratio 
of boys to girls among the graduates. In 
1898 it was only 27 per cent; it is now 40 per 
cent. 

Nothing could show more strikingly the need 
for increasing the field of vocational study by 
bringing it within the reach of the higher 
grammar school grades. This is being done to 
some extent through manual] training and do- 
mestic science, in a number of the grammar 
schools. It will doubtless be extended, ulti- 
mately, to take in all the schools. Anything less 
than this is unfair to those sections of the city 
that do not enjoy the improvement. 
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THE SENATE RULES. 

There is sound reason for believing that the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement will pass the 
Senate if it can be brought to a vote before 
March 4. The real test is not whether a majority 
can be mustered for the measure, but whether the 
‘Senate’s antiquated rules can be applied so as to 
secure a vote. Bailey and Heyburn have threat- 
ened to talk the measure to death. They can do 
this only through stultification of the claim that 
the Senate’s rules really do not permit obstructive 
- operations; that no measure really demanded by 
the majority was ever kept from a final vote. 
The people are both skeptical and interested. 

“Thrift,” says Prof. Shaler Matthews, “is all’ 
but extinct in the average American family,” but 
the’ trusts display a very fair article of the kind. 
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he THE REVOLUTION IN MEXICO. 

Minister Limantour’s expressions as to the 
revolution in Mexico are authoritative if not of- 
ficial, They place the uprising of Madero and 
his followers in a new light. First, we learn 
_ that the insurgents are better soldiers and better 

‘fighters than the Federal troops; second, that 

‘there are very real abuses to be corrected and 
very real, grievances to be appeased before per- 
manent peace becomes a fair expectancy. 

So accustomed have we become to regarding 
Latin-America revolugions lightly that we- have 
taken no serious view of the present outbreak 
in Mexico. Usually these affairs produce a few 
tragedies but many comedies. They are partisan 
rather than political. They mark individual pro- 
test against majority rule and the goading of per- 
- sonal ambition. 

Minister Limantour regards this uprising as the 
armed demand of serious men. There is a leader 
with a program: of defined reforms. Reforms, 
says Mexico’s great financial minister, are heces- 
sary. A feudal system doesn't fit into the pres- 
ent-day scheme of things in Mexico any more

A FAIR OFFER TO MR. TAFT. 

The good sense of the country will commend 
Representative Underwood’s response to the 
President’s remarks through Mr. McCall on the 
subject of an extra session.

How many of our 
noble fire fighters have been torn limb from limb 
by explosions or crushed by falling walls? Then 
again, how many, many lives do they save, how 
much property, in just one little month?

If these get ruined in a fire, which often 
happens, they must replace them at their own 
expense, and they often get ruined. 

You say the firemen know the long hours before 
they take their jobs.

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PASSING OF THE GOULDS. 
From the New York Evening Post. 
Something of historic interest is at- 
tached to the railroads known as‘ Gould 
properties; they are a relic of one of 
the most picturesque episodés in Ameri- 
can finance. In 1881 Jay Gould occu- 
pied, in the mind of Wall street and 
the public, very much the place which 
Harriman occupied in 1909. He' was by 
no means the equal of the late Union 
Pacific chieftain in pure constructive 
ability; Gould was a wrecker in the 
long run, where Harriman was a build- 
er.. But the newspapers none the less 
called him the “wizard of American 
finance.”’ While he lived, every one 
wondered where his program of railway 
acquisition would stop. When he died, 
people wondered what would become of 
the “Gould regime.’’ 

Few people realize what the magni- 
tude, on the railway map, of this Gould 
system actually was. Very recently, it 
was possible to say that the interest 
which controlled this system controlled 
more mileage than belonged in any oth- 
er railway system in the country. With 
the Harriman system in the fleld, this 
sounds improbable. But, including the 
Southern and Central Pacific, the Union 
Pacific system comprises 17,500 miles. 
As the head of the Missouri Pacific, 
the holding company for the Gould sys- 
tem, Mr. George Gould at’ one time 
personally controlled nearly 19,000 miles 
of road. 

With the appointment ef receivers, 
after the panic of 1907, for the Western 
Maryland, the Wheeling & Lake Erie, 
the Wabash-Pittsburg Terminal Rail- 
way, and the International & Great 
Northern, the mileage of the Missouri 
Pacific .system was reduced to the ex- 
tent of 2175. But even with that dis- 
puted mileage eliminated, the president 
of the Missouri Pacific controlled the 
Wabash, the St. Louis & Iron Mountain, 
the Denver & Rio Grande, the Texas 
Pacific, the Colorado Midland, the 
Western Pacific and certain smaller 
allied lines, which make a system of 
17,000 miles. Since the death of E. H. 
Harriman, no other man has occupied 
a similar position. 

With the passing of the Gould re- 
gime in the railway world, the question 
is again raised as to whether in time 
all of the ratilroads of the country will 
not be part of three or four consolida- 
ted systems. Certainly the trend of 
events during the past decade points 
in that direction. 

Today there’ is only one railroad In 
the country of any real strategi¢ im- 
portance which can be called inde- 
pendent in the sense applied to that 
word 10 years ago. That is the Penn- 
sylvania. All of the rest are either 
controlled by other companies or allied 
with interests Which control ‘the ether 


lines.
